Mazar stressed that the cessation 
of the expedition had mothing to 
do with the condemnations of the 
by UNESCO over the years.

- ZURICH. — Dutch art collector 
Pleter Nicolas Menten attempted 
suicide after hia arrest Monday 
night, Zurich Cantonal police said 
yesterday. 

᾿ The announcement ‘said Menten 
swallowed an overdose of sleeping 
pills after Swiss officera picked him 
up in a hotel in Uster, near here, 
and took him to the Zurich police 
station. It added that Menten, 
sought by the Netherlands. govern- 
ment on war crime 


. The 78-year-old Dutch millionaire, 
an SS officer during World 
‘War II, is suspected of being re- 
sponsible for the massacre of 300 
Jews in Poland in 1941. He was ar- 
rested on the basis of an Interpol 
warrant issued by’ Dutch police. 

Menten, who left the Netherlands 
two weeks ago with his wife the 
day before police came to arrest 
him, had been tipped: off, Dutch 
informants said. 

The Dutch Government yesterday

Menten’s. extradition, and Dutch 


Justice ‘Minister ‘Andreas van Agt 
flew into the Swiss capital of Bern 
to discuss the “matter, 

A Swiss government spokesman 
said it appeared that because of the 
statute of limitations, Menten could 
not be extradited for crimes al- 
legedly committed more than 30 
years ago. But he said Menten 
could be thrown out of Switzerland 
and left to ‘himself, under 8. 1956 
law providing for the expulsion of 
gnyone suspected of “crimes against 
humanity.” 


Normally such a person is almply 


expelled and put on a plane or a 


train-or put over the frontier to 
go anywhere he pleases, “But in 
this case, bevause of criminal Pro- 


ceedings instituted in Holland, it

Knoop got a tip 
about Menten's Swiss hideaway 
from the West German magazine 
“Der Stern.” 
4A Dutch police official was pre- 
sent at Menten's arrest. The officer, 
Capt. Bordewijk, told reporters that 
Menten checked into the hotel un- 
der the name “Minton,” claiming 
that he was an Irish lord. Menten 
gave the address of a cottage he 
owns in Ireland. 
Baim had a ticket indicating 
he planned to fly te New York on 
Thureday. Menten appeared to 
think that he could not be ex- 
tradited from Switzerland, the 
policeman added. 

Enoop’s original information about 
Menten’s wartime activities came 
from “Hoa’aretz” journalist Haviv 
Canaan, after Menten tried to auc- 
tion some paintings last summer. 
Menten’s disappearance led to a 
parliamentary debate. during which 
some legislators alleged that he had 
received inside Information about 
his. arrest..

NEW YORK. Israel's General 
Assembly draft resolution proved 
effective in concentrating world me- 
dia attention on Israel's wish for a 

parley, and in putting the 
Arabs on the defensive, Ambassador 
Chaim Herzog said yesterday. 
The resolution, calling for a re- 
convening of the Geneva peace con- 


fercnce without. the Palestine Libe- - 


ration Organization, was submitted 
on Monday--It,was understood that 
it probably would be withdrawn 
before an amended version can 
come to a vote. 

“The scenario was planned in ad- 
vance between us and Jerusalem,” 
Herzog said: “There were no {lu- 
sions about the ultimate fate of the 
resolution.” 


An Arab bid to torpedo the reso-— 


lution had been expected, said Her- 
zog, and indeed an Arab-backed 
amendment was soon introduced by 
India, Malta, Senegal, Sri Lanka 
and Yugoslavia inserting the PLO 
into the list of Geneva participants, 

What had not been anticipated, 
it is understood, was the introduc- 
tion of yet another sub-amend- 
ment, softening the reference to the 
PLO to read “a representative of 
the Palestinian people.” .An initia- 
five to this effect was beimg consi- 
dered yesterday by a number of 
‘Western countries, but as it did not 
go as far as deleting an indirect 
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reference to the PLO, Israel pro- 
bably will find it unacceptable. (See 
column 4), 

Israel Ambassador Simcha Dinitz 
was forced to calm down Secretary 
of State Kissinger, angered 
over the fact that he had not been 
informed of the Israeli-sponsored 
resolution in advance. Kissinger felt 
that israel should have consulted 
with the U.S. before going ahead 
with the resolution. 

But Herzog had bean instructed 
by Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 
not to consult with the U.S. be- 
cause it was felt in Jerusalem that 
Prior consultations might place the 
US. in an awkward position — 
something Israel wanted to avoid 
on a resolution that clearly bad 
no chance of winning support in 
the world body. 

Herzog did inform his American 
counterpart, William Scranton, of 
the Israeli plan shortly before the 
resolution was submitted, but there 
were no consultations. He also in- 
formed Western European and La- 
tin American representatives. 

‘The idea for the Israeli-sponsored 
resolution, the first ever introduced 
by Israel in the General Assembly, 
was conceived purely for public 
relations purposes, after the Israel 
Foreign Ministry decided that it 
would be improper for Israel to 
support the moderately-phrased 

Egyptian resolution. Such a passi- 
bility was discussed in Jerusalem.

‘No further move 
south by Syrians.’

Egged, Transport Ministry 
to decide on cutback today 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. A meeting this 
Teorning between Egged and Trans- 
port Ministry officials will decide 
whether Egged will cut its service 
or not. 

At a press conference here yester- 
day Egged officials said that if the 
Ministry supplied additional money 
to run the bus cooperative they 
would not cut the service. They 
needed an extra 1IL500,000 per day 
to break even, they said. 

Egged said that the cut in the 
service would not effect persons in 
underprivileged quarters, security 
forces, schools, or rush’ hours. Egged 
plans to cut five per cent of its total 
kilometrage as a first step, or 45,000 
kms. out of its 760,000 kms. a day. 
Eventuaily it plans to cut 150,000 
kms. ἃ day. 

Transport Ministry director- 
gtneral Ehud Shiloh argued that 
Egged had no justification for 
cutting service. based on its clnim 
that it cannot pay ILdm. owed to 
its fuel supplicr and that its fuel 
has been cut off. 

Shiloh pointed out that just yes- 
terday Egged received I.20m, under 
its standing agreement with the 
Defence Ministry for carrying 


soldiers, and that the bus coopere- 
tive gets from ILi5m. to IL17m. 
per month in Government subsidies, 
In addition, he noted, had 
recently been granted a 20 per cent 
increase in fares. He also said that 
Egged had enough fuel to maintain 
full operations for at least a few 
more days.

Therefore, it is 
contra-indicated in patients who 
have or have had any stomach trou- 
ble such as. an ulcer or 


Alcoho) ingestion at or near the 
same time as taking the aspirin 
seems to provoke this undesirable 
side-effect, and so-called ‘“buffered" 
aspirin does not offer any protection. 
Old folk, too, seem to be at greater 
risk. For the elderly and others for 
whom aspirin is not suitable, I 
prescribe paracetamol. I find it is 
usually about as effective as aspirain 
in its pain-reducing properties and 
without aspirin’s adverse effect on 
the stomach, fi 

In the rare cases where the use of 
both of the above is contra-indicated 
or not followed by any great 
therapeutic success, I may 
codeine instead. The use of codeine 
ἐπ often criticized on the grounds that 
it is a drug of addiction.

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A welcome initiative 


ISRAEL'S FOREIGN policy-makers are regularly accused of 
displaying a peculiar reluctance to take the diplomatic in- 
itiative. The usual defence is that their ideas, however con- 
structive. and honourable, are apt to be misinterpreted, twisted 
around, and ultimately defeated. The practical result, how- 
ever, has been to leave the field wide open for Israel's foes, 

‘ whose machinations must then be laboriously exposed and dis- 
credited. 

Ambassador Chaim Herzog’s action on Monday in tabling 
Israel’s first — or, at most, second — draft resolution in 
the General Assembly's entire history is therefore to be wel- 
comed. The text, worked out on instructions from Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon, calls on Egypt, Israel, Syria and Jordan 
to “reconvene without delay at the Geneva peace conference” 
in order to negotiate, “without prior conditions,” a just and 
durable settlement of the Middle East conflict. 

The resolution, which has only Israel for a sponsor, could 
not have been submitted in the belief that it had any chance 
of acceptance by the Assembiy. Indeed, no sconer was it made 
public than a group of pro-Arab “non-aligned” countries rushed 
to undermine it by offering an amendment which would invite 
the PLO to take part in the conference. 

‘What the Israel draft unmistakably conveyed was that the 
vhinimum requirement for participation is the acceptance of 
the explicit obligations of peacemaking. This, of course, rules 
out the PLO. , 

Adoption of the “non-aligned” amendment would force Israel 
to withdraw its own resolution; or, if the Assembly President 
were to decide that it could not be retracted, to vote against 
it. Yet that is no reason to deplore the fact of its submission. 
For it hes achieved that which Israel sought: to make crystal- 
clear its own position in favour of an early resumption of the 
Geneva talks. 

A demurrer to the Israel initiative was yesterday entered by 
the former Ambassador to the UN, Yosef Tekoah. He claimed 
that it was wrong for this country to weaken, for paltry 
reasons of mere propaganda, its principled stand against the 
General Assembly meddling in, and messing up, the settlement 
of the Middle Hast conflict. 

The argument appears rather wide of the mark. What Israel 
in fact has done is to acknowledge the Assembly's right — 
indeed its duty — to support Security Council resolutions 242 
aud 338, which provide the only terms of reference for the 
Geneva conference. By the same token, Israel's resolution 
denies the right of the Assembly, or for that matter of the 
Secretary-General, to unilaterally vary those terms. 

This is precisely what both the General Assembly and the 
Secretary-General have done — the Assembly last year by 
urging that the PLO be invited, as a matter of inalienable 
right, to Geneva, and Dr. Waldheim’ earlier this year by 
soliciting the PLO’s advice on the resumption of the peace 
talks with its participation. These two actions serve as the 
basis of resolutions offered by the Syriens and the Egyptians 
in the current Middle Hast debate. 

Both resolutions, but especially the Egyptian, which is 
viewed as “moderate,” are candidates for easy adoption. And 
both lack any legal validity. They violate the language of the 
original letters of invitation to the first Geneva session, in 
December, 1973, which made clear that the addition of invitees 
would be up to the initial participants; and they ignore the 
specific commitment given to Israel by the U.S., a co-chairman 
of the conference. 

Doomed though it is, Israel's resolution represents the only 
— basis for renewed diplomatic momentum for peace in 

area.* 


Confusion about: pensions 


THE ARGUMENT that hes broken out between the pension 
funds and the Accountant-General over the Treasury's decision 
to cut the interest it pays to the funds by one per cent reveals 
how divorced from any kind of economic reality are the cal- 
culations made in some sectors of the: social services. 

To claim that a reduction from 6.5 to 5.5 per cent in the 
interest on index-linked bonds sold to the funds will reduce 
pension entitlements from ΤῸ to 55 per cent of an employee's 
last wage implies that previously the full pension could be 
financed out of the funds’ own resources; which is of course 
not the case. All the funds can claim is that the cash flow 
would remain positive, with more money moving in than goes 
hoes for an appreciable number of years ahead — no more than 

t. 

The optimism that prevailed during the long period of eco- 
nomic hoom permitted a certain recklessness. It was possible 
to fix contributions and benefits that had little relation to 
each other. Pensioners are linked to the average wage. A 40 
per cent pension is guaranteed to persons reaching the age 
of retirement after only ten years of contributions — all this 
on lard basis of a monthly input equal to 16 per cent of the 

Not only that: the one-tenth of assets which the funds are 
free to invest at their own discretion is used in the main for 
giving cheap, non-linked loans to members. Can the taxpayers” 
official] representatives be justly blamed for reducing the inte- 
rest to a lower figure, when the funds’ own members pay half 
as much as that figure or less? 

The Government pleads that it cannot fix general interest 
rates according to the whim of the pension funds. It has iow- 
ered the ceiling on al! linked Joans from nine to 7.5 per cent 
throughout the economy, which means that banks cannot 
manage to pay more than 5.5 or six per cent. even if they 
want to. Indeed, 5.5 per cent is what the funds used to be 
receiving, without complaint, during the whole of the 1960s. 

The present polemics arise out of a confusion about terms 
of reference, for which the Government cannot escape respon- 
sibility. The pension funds could have been given to understand 
from the beginning that they are exclusively responsible for 
their own affairs, as insurance companies are. But since they 
are compelled to place nine-tenths of their assets at the behest 
of the Accountant-General, they can justifiably plead that part 
of the responsibility for balancing the accounts has passed to 
the Treasury. 

The point is that 600,000 fund members have been dunned 
for contributions month by month since they entered employ- 
ment, and were promised certain benefits when ‘they retire. 
The Treasury cannot close its eyes to these circumstances, and 
pretend they are not its concern. 

The Government must make its uwn calculation about the 
viability of the pension funds, and ensure that financia! pro- 
vision is made according to an authoritative actuarial pian. 
Lopping one per cent off the interest paid to the funds as 2 
matter of budgetary convenience suggests that not only the 
funds, but the Government too, is ducking its long-term obli- 
gations.

We've sald this many, many times, 
and this should remain a fundamen- 
tal and cardinal principle of our 
foreign policy.” 

Pressed whether this commitment 
meant that the U.S. would go to war 
to save Israel from being destroyed, 
Vance said: ‘If Israel were about to
